THE MANAGEMENT OF THE AL MS.
HOUSE.

Bowme years ago the mismanagement of the
Almshouse by the old Board of Gnardians,
known as the “‘Board of Buzzards,” created
8o much scandal that a total reform was
effcoted, and the appointmontof the Guar-
dians was placed in the hands of the courts,
This arrangement apparently worked woll,
and until lately there have been no serious
complaints about the condnot of affairs at the
Almshonse, The reports of the meetings of
the Board of Guardians for some time past,
however, have indicated that there is a screw
loose somewhere, and that a little ventilation
of the method of managing the Almshouse
under the present dispensation wonld do no
harm, at least. At the meetings of the board
most of the allegations of mismanagement
and demands for reform have come from Mr,
Fdward T. Parker, who appears to be consi.
dered by his colleagues as a nuisance who
needs te be suppressed. We consequently
find that Mr. Parker has considerable diili-
culty in getting a hearing when he heasa
complaint to make, and that when he cannot
bo restrained from talking in any other way
tha board will adjourn. Now Mr. Parker
may be a very troublesome fellow, as efforts
have baan made to represont him, but there
has generally been a good deal of point in his
remarks, nud the conduct of the other mem-
bera of the hoard towards him has been
guch as lo excite a suspivion that they did
not care to interest themselves in correoting
the ovils he complained of. In the ["sst of
this morning an interviow with Mr. Parker
is reported, and he is represented as telling a
vory straighiforward story about the affairs
of the Almshonse, and he makes some 1e-
velations that indicate a state of things not
far romoved from the disgraceful condition
that existed nnder the rule of the “Board of
Buzzards.” Very grave charges are brought
against the officors of the house, who, accord-
ing to Mr. Parker, work the paupers for their
own profit, who are engaged in various
money-making speculations that onght to be
put a stop to, who defrand the paupers and
the city in the quality as well as
the quantity of the meat puarchased,
and who otherwise demean themselves ina
manner deserving not only of censure but of
sovere punishment, Mr. Parker asserts that
“‘the officers of the -house have formed a
rogular ring, and that the whole system is one
of mismanagement, waste, peculation, cor-
ruption, and oppréssion.” He states that
ninety-five out of every one hundred found-
lings that come to the Almshouse never live
to five years of age, from want of proper
noorishment regularly given at proper inter-
vals; that their medicine is not administered
properly; and that their milk is diluted with
twonty-five gallons of water to one hundred

of milk. These and other charges of like
character cannot be passed over in
silence, and the DBoard of Guardians

must give some explanation or rest under the
imputation of countenancing them. The
subjoct, however, should not be left in the
bhands of the Doard of Guardians, who may
be interested in presenting a whitewashed
report, bul a thorough investigation should
bo wade by disinterested ountsiders, and if
Mr, Parker's charges should be proved to be
Lrue, measures must be adopted to place the
management of the Almshouse upon a proper
footing. The city of Philadelphia cannot
afford to submit to the  scandal
of another “‘Board of Buzzefds," and
paying as we do thousands of dollars yearly
for thesupport of the Almshouse, waste, pecu-
lation, and other ocorrupt practioes must be
put a stop to, if there is any way of doing it.
Itis certainly a suspicions and disoreditable
sign thas Mr. Parker, with such a list of
serious coniplaints as he presents, is always
ohoked off at the meetings of the board
whenever he makes a demand for an investi-
gation, and the plain statement of the mis-
managemont which he made to the reporters
of the ['osf merits the belief of the commo-
nity antil it is proved conelusively that Le is
mistakon.

THE ROW IN ALADANA,
Tk Republicans of the South seem to Le as
much in need of reconstruction as the Rebels.
Reinforeed by an lmmense vote asud pro-
tectod by the armies of the Uhited States,
they minage to dissipate enormous majorities
by selfish or stupid dissensions, and after they
have provoked defeat they appeal to Congreas
or the courts for relief frow their self.im.
posed dilemmas. The latest illustration of
these disastrous proclivities is furnished Ly
the recent proceedings in Alabamas. Iaa
fair contest, managed with & reasonable de-
gree of adroitness and an avoidance of dis-
psensions among the Republican politiclans,
that Btate can poll a very decided Republican
mgjority. But the Demoocrats at the late
election carried their whole Btate ticket, ao-
ocording to the official return, by majorities
ranging from 1428 to 4459, This result is
acquiesced in by all Republicans so far as it
affocts all offigers eoxcept Lhe Ciovernor sud

State Treasurer; but the pressnt Republioan
ipenmbenta of thess positiona havs obtained
an injunotion from the conrta to preveat the
count of the retarng which would exelude
them, in the hope that their leass of power
will thus be prolonged. We scarcsly kaow
on what protext this desperate devieo was
ndopted, but if we can believe the despatoh
sent from Montgomery, many Republioan
mwembers of the Legislature and respsctable
Republican volers ara bitterly
opposed to this atlampt to
nullify the results of the election, and the ill
feeling thns generated throatens to breed a
new crop of dissensions in the Republican
organization from which it may never re-
cover. It is a notable fact in these uaforta-
nate difficulties that the colored volers rarely
or never canse them. They originate nine
times ont of ten in the greedy selfishness or
vain ambition of dishonest or inflated Bouth-
ern white RRepnblican politicians; and these
men bave donea more injury to the canse
which they profess to love, doring the last
five years, than all the Rebels south of
Mason and Dixon's line,

A rracTICAL 0AsY involving indirectly the
free zone question has recently been reported
to Washington by the Deputy Oollector at
Brownsville, Texas. He has seized an
American vessel for acts which in his judg-
ment prove that it has been using the Mexi-
can free zone facilities for smuggling goods
into this country, wherenpon the Mexican
COonsul at Brownsville sets up a pretext that
this vessel is the lawful prize of the Mexi.
cnn Government on account of alleged in-
fringements of Mexicanlaws, This is probably
a mere dodge to rescue the vessel, and we
hope that onr Government will bluntly refuse
to release her. Since the pgreasers on our
Seuthwestern frontier have avowed their de-
termination to give us as much trouble as
possible, they are entitled to no favors at our
hands. They are a desperate set of thieves,
and in all controversies that arise with them
it is safe to presume thit they are guilly of
wrong-doing until their innocenoce is cloarly
established by unimpenchable evidence.
